Several Farm Buildings Destroyed at 

Illinois State Asylum at 

Chicago. 



Chicago, Oct. IS.— Hundreds of pa- 
tients were, thrown Into excitement 
and beat on the doors or the bars of 
their windows to be liberated on 
Monday night when lire broke out In 
one of four big barns at the rear of 
the buildings of the State Hospital for 
the Insance. formerly the Dunning In- 
stitution, here. All four barns were 
destroyed. There were 11.577 patients, 
men and women. In the institution 
when the lire started. There were 75 
men In the farm ward, In a building de- 
tached from the main structure. When 
the lire started many of these patients 
ran from the building, nnd with their 
coats beat out sparks that blew from 
the burning buildings. Others carried 
buckets of water to the farm ward 
building, where they kept the sides of 
the building wet.

8 1 1 triumph of American genius, 
1 » i Is not to go ' on the scrap 
i SMfl heap. With a guard of honor 
furnished by the government, 
the Holland No. was taken through 
the streets of Philadelphia recently, 
then louded upon gondoln cars In sec- 
tions and removed to New York, where 
it will be adequately housed and as- 
sured of care for <»r. 

For one V .ing from next May 

30, the Holl .Ji No. will be on ex- 
hibition at the Bronx International Ex- 
position. After that, It will be placed 
in n museum housing relics showing 
developments of remarkable human 
achievements In Industry, surrounded 
by early models of the telephone, phon- 
ograph, motion picture machine, aero- 
plnnc and other American inventions. 
In 1004, William Bourne of England 
constructed a submarine. It sub- 
merged and that Is all that could be 
said of it In 1777 Professor Bushnell, 
n Connecticut man, Invented a sub- 
marine which was termed the Ameri- 
can Turtle. 

In 1707 Robert Fulton constructed 
for the French emperor, a submarine 
boat which succeeded In stuylng under 
•water four hours nnd twenty minutes, 
nnd, placing a torpedo under n hulk 
.arranged for the purpose, blew It to 
smithereens. As a reward for this, 
Fulton was considered to bo a little 
1>lt crazy ond was allowed to return 
to America to construct steamboats 
on the Hudson. 

The history of the submarine then 
took a long Inpse. It was not until 
1850 that a Bavarian by the name of 
Bauer built a submarine In which the 
method of control was by shifting a 
weight forward and aft to dive and 
nrlse. This boat collapsed In the har- 
hor of Kiel on one of Its trial trips, 
1 and remained partly burled In the 
mud until 1887, when It was located 
during the deepening of Kiel harbor, 
iind taken to Berlin, where It Is now 
in the Museum of" Oceanography. 

It was not until the Civil war forced 
the Confederates to attempt some way 
to escape the blockade' around the 
southern ports that submarines again 
were heard of. 

The llrst of these was "The Hun- 
ley," a cylindrical shaped craft about 
!J0 feet long, and feet In diameter, 
with bow and stern shaped to form a 
stem and stern post respectively. Wa- 
ter ballast compartments were located 
at each end of the vessel. She was 
propelled by hand power, eight men 
turning cranks which operated the pro- 
peller shaft. 

This boat was sent out of New Or- 
leans In tin endeavor to run the block- 
ade, but lacked longltudlntil stability, 
and during her experimental trials, 
dived headlong to the bottom. She was 
loented nnd recovered each time but 
foo late to savo the crew. In this way 
the designer and 32 other men met 
death. 

The "Hunley" was finally fitted with 
a spare torpedo. On the night of Feb- 
ruary 17, 1804, Lleutennnt Dickson suc- 
ceeded In approaching the TJ. S. S. 
Housatonlc and sank her by exploding 
a torpedo under her bottom. 

This probably was the first Instance 
of n battleship being sunk by a subma- 
rine, but the wuve thrown up by the 
explosion swamped the "Huntley" und 
again she was sunk with all her crew. 
Shortly after this another submarine 
wns built by the Confederates, Its In- 
tentions being to destroy the blockad- 
ing northern ships. This was known 
as the "Now Orleans Submnrlne." 

FROM ALL OVER 



It was about this time that John P. 
Holland came upon the scene. Hol- 
land was born In Llscannor, Ireland, In 
1814. He came to the United States 
before the Civil war and the battle 
between the Monitor and Merrlmac set 
him to thinking on the subject of sub- 
marines. In 1875, after nearly 15 
years of study and experiment, he sub- 
mitted his plans to the United States 
navy department. The naval engineers 
who examined them pronounced them 
to be practical In every way, but gave 
it as their opinion that men could not 
be found to risk their lives In the ex- 
periment 

Soon after this he built the "Holland 
No. One" on the Passaic river, near 
Paterson, N. J. She was 14 feet 
Inches long; 3 feet wide, and 2 feet 
Inches In depth. Holland made ex- 
periments with this boat, but engine 
trouble caused him to abandon It as a 
petroleum propelled craft, ond steam 
was substituted. The old shell now 
lies at the bottom of the Passaic river. 
Holland continued his series of ex- 
periments.* He built eight boats be- 
fore the construction of the "Holland 
No. 0," the first submarine craft to be 
bought and officially commissioned by 
u national government. , 

She wns built at the Cresent yard In 
Ellzabethport, N. J. She is 53 feet 10 
Inches long; diameter 10 feet 3 Inches, 
and has a submerged displacement of 
75 tons. 

She wns propelled on the surface by 
a gasoline engine of 50 horse power, 
and when submerged, by 50 horse pow- 
er electric motor. On the surface she 
could make'slx knots under gnsollne en- 
gine, und ubout eight knots under the 
motor. Submerged she could make 
about five and a half knots under the 
motor. Her armament consisted' of 
one bow torpedo tube, one bow pneu- 
matic projection gun, and three short 
Whitehead torpedoes. " 

After she was launched, she wns 
towed to Perth Amboy und It was from 
there she sailed for her first dive, and 
proved to the public that she was a 
reality; a terrible weapon of war, nnd 
not the mere senseless concoction of a 
dreamer. 

The story of the first dive of the 
"Holland No. 0," ns told by the Inven- 
tor himself Is: • 

"On March 17, 1808, we left the pier 
for our Initial dive. It was about three 
o'clock when we stinted. The Bky was 
overcast and a few drops of rain pnt- 
tercd upon the water. But Just be- 
fore we got under way a strong wind 
scattered the clouds and the sun came 
out strong. Also, n rainbow appeared. 
This was pointed out by many as a 
good omen for the success of the test 
about to be taken. Regarding our feel- 
ings at the time, I felt confident, hav- 
ing designed the boat. My crew, while 
they trusted me to see them through, 
were more or less shaky. It must also 
be borne In mind that they had never 
been under water before. They were 
courageous men, risking their lives to 
help me prove to the world the vulue 
of my Invention. 

"At the signal from Mr. Morris, the 
company's engineer, we started our 
motor, cast oft and glided nway from 
our mooring place. 

"We were riding so low In the water, 
that the bases of the masts were wash- 
ed by occasional swells mounting over 
the superstructure. This was account- 
ed for by the fact that wo had aboard 
about 400 pounds of pig Iron as extra 
ballast. As-soon ns we arrived on the 
course marked out for the dive, I filled

boat down. Her nose went under all 
right, but her stern projected out of 
the wnter. In a word, we still lucked 
enough ballast entirely to submerge 
her. I Immediately stopped the engine 
Und whistled for my convoy. She came 
up at once and we proceeded to trans- 
fer more pig Iron into the boat. 

"Again we tried to dive, und again 
we failed. A second time we whistled 
for our convoy nnd took an additional 
ballast. This time we succeeded. 

"As soon ns I steered her down she 
plunged beneath the surface and the 
only part visible to the onlookers wns 
our flags fluttering from the masts. 
After running for about 100 feet sub- 
merged, I steered her up again and 
she Immediately rose to the surface. 
This was a greut relief to muny of my 
friends, most of whom doubted we 
would ever be nble to make the boat 
come 'to the surface when once we suc- 
ceeded In getting her under.* 

"During the dive we never had more 
thun four feet of wnter over our deck, 
as I was not sure of the shallow spots 
and did not relish running aground 
und damaging the boat. 

"We now held n consultntlon nnd* 
decided we had better attempt no more 
dives owing to the lnteness of the 
hour. 

"For some time after this we con- 
tinued our dives in the lower bny, but 
eventually picked out a more suitable 
diving course In Peconlc Bay, Long 
Island. It wns there that the 'Holland' 
went through her best paces and the 
crew received n thorough training In 
the handling of the boat 

"After about a year of trial dives, 
both In the Peconlc Bay and Inter on 
In Chesapeake Bay, she was accepted 
by the navy department 

It wns Just about the time the "Hol- 
land" wns launched that war against 
Spain wns declared. Holland offered 
to take his bout and Its crew to San- 
tiago and destroy the entire Spanish 
fleet 

When this proposition wns made to 
the United States government, the au- 
thorities refused the offer with the 
statement that It would be an Inhu- 
mane form of warfare. It was not un- 
til two years nfter this war was over, 
that the government finally purchased 
the "Holland." 

After suffering the hardships of old 
age and finnncinl reverses, Holland 
died August 12, 1014. 
' • As time passed the "Holland No. 0" 
became obsolete. The United States 
navy department holds no particular 
sympathy for Inanimate objects, even 
though they may represent the early 
achievements of American genius. So 
the "Hollnnd" wus sold for scrap. 

The firm making a successful bid 
for the "Holland" wus the Henry A. 
llltuer's Sons company of Philadelphia. 
They removed the engines nnd dis- 
posed of other valuable portions of the 
old vessel, und then placed the shell 
In the Philadelphia Commercial mu- 
seum, for exhibition purposes. 

There came n time when the direc- 
tors of the museum cared no' longer 
to retain the old boat on the museum 
grounds. The Hitner company offered 
the shell of the "Holland" for sale as 
scrap Iron. Wnlter A. Hall, a member 
of the original crew of the "Holland," 
now nil electrical engineer and ama- 
teur aviator, appealed to the public for 
the preservation of the "Holland." The 
boat was finully bought by Dr. Peter J. 
Gibbons and his son, Austin Flint Gib- 
bons, of New York city, who have lent 
It for one year to the Bronx Interna- 
tional Exposition.

I imagine that- most of my readers 
are now having their Joys and sorrows 
with the Indoor garden — that Bole sub- 
stitute for the out-of-door theater of 
the good months. But as half a loaf 
Is better than no bread, so the pleas- 
ure of havlag a few flowers In the 
house during the cold months Is worth 
all the time and trouble that it re- 
quires, and the added consolation Is 
present that one need not be entirely 
without color and frugrunce even 
though the winds are blowing a dirge 
outside. 

There is hardly a real lover of flow- 
ers In the world who has not at least 
tried to make an Indoor winter garden, 
some of us cling with more tenacity 
than others to the expedient, but soon- 
er or later It comes to every flower 
lover as either a hope or a disappoint- 
ment I am convinced that where the 
latter state Is reuched It Is through 
either Ignorance or luck of patience. 

The intimate association that one 
has with the few plants which may 
bo nurtured throughout the winter 
makes them all the dearer. One be- 
comes better acquainted with them. 
They become actually members of the 
family, and they take on the character 
of children us they are given more 
and more the sort of solicitous care 
that a mother might be expected to be- 
stow upon un Invalid child. 

Light, moisture, warmth, fresh air 
and protection from Insects are the 
prime essentials of the winter gurden. 
Most flowering plants ought to have 
the full sun for at least a part of the 
day. *A number of the foliage plants 
will do very well without the direct 
rays, if there be plenty of light 

The heat In the room where plants 
nre to be kept must be under control 
so that a temperature of from 40 to GO 
degrees muy be maintained overnight 
Even where it Is only possible to main- 
tain 40 degrees of heat most of the or- 
dinary house plants enn be kept if 
they can be protected during especially 
cold weather from frost striking 
through the windows. 

One often finds It possible to cut off 
a bay window, or other like window 
space, so that it may be sheltered by 
Bcreeas or curtains ruanlng well up to 
the celling. Thus the particular part 
of the room may be kept warmer at 
night and in nn ntmospherlc state bet- 
ter suited to the plants. 

Generally speaking, the question of 
proper moisture is the' most neglected 
feature of the wluter garden problem. 
It Is a happy sequel that the prob- 
lem Is easily regulated. * The greatest 
trouble is to know Just what the plants 
require. Moisture In the air Is Just 
as essential as moisture on the soil. 
Steam heat and the improved meth- 
ods for supplying winter comfort to 
people, takes the vitalizing element' 
out of the nir. It can be remedied by 
placing vessels of wuter on radiators, 
or near stoves where plants are kept 
In the room. The evaporation of the 
water attends to this necessary detuil 
quite Well. 
In providing moisture for the soil It 



Is likely that the amateur will overdo 
the trick more of tea than It will be un- 
derdone. Many of the plants will 
take a wluter snooze through the cold 
months and will require little* soil 
moisture. Plants In bloom and In ac- 
tive growth, q£ course, require more. 
In many <cases thorough drainage must 
be provided because a water-saturated 
soil will prove fatal and you must re- 
member that it is quite possible to 
drown a plant 

Escaping Illuminating gas or coal 
gas will poison your plants. They are 
very sensitive and must have air to 
breathe that Is not polluted. A flower 
will discover gas poison before the 
average person will do so. Keep your 
plants clean. Insects thrive on dirty 
plants. They also propagate more 
rapidly Indoors than out Light spray- 
ing is almost a necessity. 

Diversified farming may be the 
watchword of the time, but it Is not 
the principle to follow -in the house 
garden. To have a little of every- 
thing generally means that you will 
not have much of anything. The vari- 
eties must be limited. A number of 
plants of the same Ifublt and color are 
much better thun a collection. 

Begonias will give a touch of color 
to the winter garden. A temperature 
of 55 degrees Is required for them, 
and they can be propagated by tubers, 
leaves or cuttings. The gloxinia re- 
quires heat In the early stages. The 
easiest method of propagation Is from 
tubers direct The amarylls, or hlp- 
peastrum, makes a handsome pot 
plant. Its flowers ure large and they 
vary in tint. They require very little 
water to make a winter success. 
The bantana requires a fairly warm 
spot for the best results, but It makes 
a fine plunt for winter blooming. The 
spireu, with its creamy masses and 
delicate odor Is ulwuys a valuable fac- 
tor. Good drainage and plenty ; of 
moisture are required.

for general village purposes, and in 
each of said years said annual town tax 
shall be collected at the same time and 
in the Bame manner as the tax levied 
bv said Village for general purposes 
for such year are collected, and when 
collected shall be used solely for the 
purpose of' paying the interest and 
principal of the bonds hereby authoriz- 
ed so long as" any of sajd bonds remain 
outstanding. 

Section 5. That a special election be 
called to be held on the 9th day of No- 
vember A. D. 1916, for the purpose of 
submitting to the voters of this Village 
this ordinance, the issue of bonds in the 
amount of Thirty-Five Hundred Dollars 
to provide funds for the building, erec- 
tion and construction of said building 
and the appropriation of Thirty-Five 
Hundred dollars for that purpose as is 
by this ordinance provided; said election 
shall be held in Frank Huber's shop on 
Depot street.

The directorship of the biological 
■laboratory was classified under civil 
(Service when the present administra- 
tion came In. It Is stated as a fact, 
too, that when Dr. Dyson was given 
fthe Job the civil service commission 
:wns not consulted and It was not until 
March 31, 1915, or over a year later, 
that the commission took cognizance of 
iDr., Dyson's new activities and issued 
a temporary appointment, permit. 

No permit has been Issued since thnt 
time,* no examination has been held to 
create an eligible list and no step has 
' been taken either by the live Btock 
board or the commission towards filling 
the post with a civil service employee.

POLICE SEEK MURDER TRAIL 



Find Is Second of the Kind In Short 

Period — Place Believed to- Be 

Haunt of New York Thugs 

and Murderers. 



New York. — On tho site of un old 
farmhouse In Cuuarsle, where police 
records show that one man was shot 
and killed, workmen digging an ex- 
cavation found recently tho skeleton 
of a man who had been wouuded nnd 
burled alive more than two years ago, 
according to Dr. Churles Wuest, cor- 
oner's physician. This is the second 
skeleton found on the premises since 
the excavating began. 

Because ufter the killing there the 
place was known as the "Haunted 
Farm" and none dared go near It, es- 
pecially at night, the police believe 
that wholesale murders have been 
committed and bodies brought to the 
spot for burial by a baud. The ground 
will be thoroughly excavated under 
police surveillance. 

The skeletons were found nt what Is 
now liegeman avenue and Powell 
street. Morris Pllum and Samuel 
Block, laborers, were digging there 
when their picks struck u barrel about 
eight feet below the surface of the 
ground. They excavated It and found 
that It was heavy when they started 
to lift It "It's buried treasure, may- 
be," Block said, breaking In the bar- 
rel head with his pick. To his horror 
he saw the skeleton partly clothed 
In what had once been a blue serge 
suit. 

Infant's Shoes in Barrel. 
Captain Curcy of the Seventh 
branch detective bureau, was sum- 
moned und the body in the barrel was 
taken to the morgue. There it was 
examined und the police found a pair 
J of Infant's shoes, newspaper clippings 
and u memorandum. 

The body had been Jammed Into the

nnd struggled to get free. The frontal 
bone of the skull had been badly shat- 
tered and tho lower Jaw crushed as 
with a blow. 

The victim had a leather belt, nis 
head had been wrapped In a newspa- 
per which wns dated June, 1014, the 
exact date being obliterated. The po- 
lice took tho clippings und memoran- 
dum to the stutlon. 

The skeleton found last September 
12 also was partly clad In a blue serge 
suit and wore a belt marked "S." Tho 
man's skull ulso had been fractured. 
With the finding of his bones the po- 
lice started an investigation. 

Many years ago there lived on this 
ground a truck farmer whose mime 
has been forgotten, but who erect- 
ed a shanty In which he lived. Six years 
ago Joseph Verdone, another truck 
farmer, rented the land, coming from 
Little Ferry, N. J. Soon thereafter he 
was joined by a Mrs. Jenny Seeley, 
the wife of n neighbor, who left her 
husband. The police allege that See- 
ley, who lives In Little Ferry, often 
came In search of his wife uud fre- 
quently there were brawls at the truck 
farm. 

Kills Her Companion. 

On the morning of July 7, 1012, 
Mrs. Seely shot and killed Verdone. 
Site was tried lu the supreme court 
of Brooklyn for murder, but acquit- 
ted, on the ground of self-defense) She 
said Verdone wus Intoxicated, struck 
at her, uud then dashed for a shot- 
gun. She bent him to the shotgun und 
killed him. After her acquittal she dis- 
appeared. After that the old farm 
hud a bad name, and wns thought by 
many superstitious persons lu the 
neighborhood to bo haunted. Many 
contended they heard strange noises 
which they attributed to the "evil spir- 
its." 

The police believe the deserted 
house may have been used as u rendez- 
vous for murderers and thieves oper- 
ating In Manhattan and Brooklyn, and 
that not only were persons lured there 
and murdered but that bodies mur- 
dered elsewhere were brought there 
and burled. Captain Carey said ho 
would make a thorough Investigation, 
and while the excavations were going 
on would post a special guard to watch 
for bodies.

KIDS NEED BETTER ENGLISH 



Proposal Made to Change Wording of 

"Star-Spangled Banner" So Peace 

Lovers Won't Balk at Blood- 

Thlrsty Phrases. 

New York. — A movement to "pu- 
rify" America's famous old darky 
songs and temper the "Star-Span* 
gled .Bnnner." In the New York 
public schools, was begun recent' 
ly. At a conference of the hlglK 
school music teachers, at which Dr, 
Frank It. Itlx, music director of the 
hoard of education, was present, u 
committee was appointed to ask the 
music publishers and tho public-school 
teachers to eliminate all the old negro 
dialect from songs printed In the text- 
hooks. 

Thus, If the movement succeeds, will 
future generations be without what 
has been a happy part of all Ameri- 
can homes— the quaint und typical dia- 
lect of the American negro, as ex- 
pressed In "Dixie," perhaps the most 
beloved song In the country, and lu 
Stephen Foster's famous trio, "Massu's 
In de Col' Col' Ground," "Old Black 
Joe" and "Suwannee Itlver." 

Are Mother's Lullabies. 

For years American mothers have 
hummed their babies Into slumber 
with these old folk song favorites. 
There's hardly a lad who can't hum 
"Suwannee Itlver" or "Old Black Joe." 
And their charm lies principally in 
the harmless dialect There would bo 
little left to them without that 

The chief objection to tho songs as 
they arc now universally suag Is a 
purist opposition. Instead of "de," 
"cayse," "oh," "nebber" and "mo'e," 
darky dialect, for "the," '"cause," 
"of," "never" nnd "more," the purists 
would substitute the English words 
and Insist upon careful pronunciation. 
It may prove a hard job, for the ex- 
pressions might well be said to bo 
born with American children, so much 
a part of children's music have they 
become. 

As. to the national anthem, extrem- 
ists would have attempted a capital 
operation on It, but for strenuous ob- 
jection. A plan was first branched 
to cut out the word "light," as it oc- 
curs In the first verse. The objection 
wns that It smncked too much of wur> 
and not ut nil of peace. 

More moderate counsel prevailed. 
The change was not made. The only 
tempering now will he a slight change 
of rhythm In the first nnd third versos; 
and tho udbptlon of "clouds of tho 
light" In "place of "perilous light" In 
the first verse. "Perilous" Is a bit 
too worry, but "clouds" Is not. Also 
the uniform key will he changed from 
"B" flat to "A" Hut to make the sing- 
ing of tho song less dlllicult for ordi- 
nary voices. 

"Dialect Confuses Child." 
The suggestions of these changes 
were made some time ngo, Doctor Itlx 
said, by him to the board of superin- 
tendents, but they were shelved nnd 
Doctor Itlx doesn't know whether they 
are dead or not. 

"The reason for changing the darky 
dialect should uppeal to any Interest- 
ed person," Doctor Itlx snld. "Wo 
want our children to learn pure Eng- 
lish, not u dialect. Then, nlso, there 
are many foreign children In. our 
schools. The number is growing coil-' 
stantly. And dialect confuses them. 
It Is hard enounjt for them to learn 
our ordinary English. I think tho 
change should be made throughout the 
country. 

"The proposed changes lu the Star- 
spangled Banner" ure suggested In tho 
hope of making the song easier for 
children and the populace to sing by 
standardizing it and making it a much 
more powerful anthem."

Army Ordnance Expe rts Find Deadliest War Bomb 

in AmilNQTON.— Army" •ordnnnce experts after many experiments' with 
W SS Qf aerial bombs. It Is reported, have found a bomb ofhlg 1. 

explosive power, combined with the use of deadly gases, ^Xt^l\"» 

American, which Is said to excci in 
destructlveaess any similar weapon 
known here or In Europe. 

The tests proved so uniformly 
satisfactory. It was said, that the war 
department has been urged to adopt 
the bomb' for use in the aviation 
service. F. E. Barlow, an employee 
of the Frankfort arsenal, Philadel- 
phia; the Inventor, hns offered Its ex- 
clusive use to the United States gov- 
ernment. 

The Barlow bomb Is six feet In 
length and approximately live Inches In diameter, shaped like a torpedo. In 
addition to nn explosive charge of T. N. T., It contains a gas chamber la 
which n new and. secret combination of gas Is used. 

It Is estimated that the bomb has a fatal destructive radius of at least 

100 yards. • • „ , 

One of the chief features of the bomb In which it differs radically from 
bombs which depend for bursting force on contact with the earth or other 
object, Is that It may be exploded in the air with full power. This Is said to 
enhance its destructive power to a much larger degree than any known form 
of contact bomb, ns It may be exploded over the heads of troops and spread 
gnses earthward over a larger surface. 

By means of an electric timing device thr operator of nn aeroplane. It 
is asserted, will be able to regulate to a second the time of the explosion of 
the bomb. Another unique feuture of this weapon permits of its use as nn 
aerial torpedo when not desired to use it as a "drop" explosive. The bomb 
may be mude with a new type of electric motor and propeller, which would 
enable the aviation operator to fire It horizontally, or to direct It toward a 
target at any angle. The bombs are arranged for attaching to the under- 
sides of aeroplanes, to be released by foot pressure on a trigger.

A great Increase Is noted In the number of song birds, game birds and espe- 
cially In the number of birds of gay plumage. 

This comment Is often hoard among the Washington people who are 
Interested In birds. Last spring they noted that bluebirds, Indigo buntings, 
goldfinches, redstarts, orioles, scarlet tanagers, summer tnniigers, cardinals 
and the yellow warblers were more numerous than In .preceding years, and 
tho Increase In the numbers of these gay and beautiful birds is apparent to 
nearly everybody, nnd particularly to persons who live .In the suburbs of 
Washington* or on the edges of the city, and who have gardens and yards 
with shrubbery In them.
